More Ollicial Dluudcrs. 

Vancouvor Island is at prosont 
without a Judgo or a Oourt. of Jus* 
tico, His Honor Chiof J ustico Nood- 
ham, having in pursuance) of an ofli— 
cial notilieationfroin tho G overnor that 
hit ollico was abolished, adjournod tho 
Court for a week, and Buspondod his 
functions both in Chambors and on 
tho Bonch. It is noedless to advort 
to tho serious inconvonioneo and loss 
that a bnsinoss oonununity must in- 
cur by such a procedure. Tho oLr'uct 
was visible yesterday in tho consterna- 
tion ol the legal iratornity, who hud 
writs, warrants, and other process to 
isino, or important eases pending at 
nisi prius. Had such a course been 
tho iuovitablo rosult of tho proclama- 
tion of Union, thoro would have boon 
an end of all cavil, and no alternative 
would bo left but to grin and bear it ; 
but unfortunately it is too palpably 
apparent that wo aro tho victims of 
moro official blundering. Tho mam 
date of tho Head ol tho Government 
could n - > t, bo disregarded or disobeyed 
by tho Chiof Justice; but tho intorfo- 
ronco of tho Governor with our Island 
Tribunal or its judgo, is both ill tiraod 
and illegal. It may bo argued in 
favor of Govornor Soymour's act that 
Judgo .Noedham presided over tho 
Supremo Court of Vancouver Island, 
which Colony had ceased to exist and 
had become part and parcel of a scp- 
orato Colony possessing its own Su- 
premo Court. But His Excellency 
and his advisers must have known full 
woll that tho Supremo Court of Van > 
couvcr Island was constituted undor 
an order in Council, which ho bad not 
tho individual power to repeal or re- 
scind, and furthor, that tho present 
Chiof Justico holds a lifo appointment 
from tho Crown, with tho Queen's sign- 
manual, such appointmont boing made 
undor and by virtuo of an Act of tho 
Colonial Legislature guaranteeing to 
the nomineo of tho Crown a salary of 
twolvo hundred pounds per annum. 
By what right then can tho Governor, 
without an Act of tho United Colo- 
nial Logislaturo run counter to tho ex- 
isting laws of this Island, which tho 
Union proclamation enacts shall con- 
tinue in full force and eil'cct until 
othorwiso logally providod, and soek 
to moddlo with oithor our Supromo 
Court or iis porsiding ollicor when 
both aro bfjyond tho palo of his au- 
thority? Judgo Noonham will, of 
courso, resign boforo consenting to bo 
tho subordinato of Judgo Bogbio, of 
British Columbia, and if tho latter is 
elovatod to tho Chiof Justiceship of 
the United Colonios, with tho other 
preferments that it is rumored will fol- 
low, His Excollonoy will raiso a storm 
of indignation throughout t;he length 
and breath of tho two Colonies. Wo 
havo suecoodod in obtaining a sound, 
ablo and popular man to administer 
our laws, tho revonuo of the Colony 
is pledged to pay lor that privilege, 
and the people will not bo content to 
aecopt an inferior article for tliuir 
money. A petition to His Excellency 
is talkud of, and Governor Seymour 
will then have an opportunity of 
showing his desire to yield to tho pop- 
ular will. But this is not the only 
specimen of ollicial blundering that tho 
ill digested Union scheme brings to 
light. Yuslerday wo had tho ridiculous 
anomaly oi JS T ew Westminster step- 
ping into Victoria's shoes, and enford 
ing u purely local tax, which Victoria 
horsell has no earthly right to de- 
mand. In other words, the Now West- 
minster Customs ollieer makes the 
Puget Sound steamers pay head money 
on passengers landed at Victoria, bo- 
oauso Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia havo entered into a quasi 
alliance, and such a tax could havo 
boon leviod in the latter Colony ! 
"What profound reasoning! But such 



are also in force, and consignooa must 
pay both ratos, For instance : by tho 
British Columbian Tariff cattlo aro 
charged one dollar per hoad, while 
undor our Act tho rate is four dollars 
per hoad. Tho ohargo thua roaches 
fivo dollars. On vogotablcs, tho land-, 
ing permit forinorly charged hero is 
added to tho l2i per oont. demanded 
by tho British Columbian Tariff; and 
on general merchandise tho Vancouver 
roco of one-half of one per cout. on the 
value of invoices landed is collected, 
in addition to tho per centago formorly 
collected at New Westminstor.' So 
much for Unconditional Union 1 Tho 
Tariff cannot bo rovisod at too oarly a 
day. _

A Munich paper says Baron Best, premier ol 
Saxony, has lately been making a tour ol 
Southern Germany, and boldiog a Ions con* 
lerenoo with the Emporor ol Austria. 

Tho Fenians are threatening all sorts of 
things in retaliation on Canada and Eng- 
land, including the cutting of the Atlantic 
Cable near this aide so thai an expedition 
may sail to Ireland unheralded.

Memphis, November 9di— Tho Arkansas 
Legislature convened yesterday. The Gov- 
ernor's message recommends the ratification 
of tho constitutional amendment and such 
legislation us will curry out tho Civil Rights 
Bill. 

Tho Georgia Logislaturo to-day rejected 
tho constitutional amendment, a resolution 
refusing to ratify il boing adopted unani- 
mously in the Souate, all voting ; ami by- 
one hundred and twelve against two in the 
House. The committee who reported tho 
above resolution accompanied it with a 
lengthy argument to show tbe amendment 
could not bo proposed without the represen- 
tation of the States in Congress, and that 
neither Georgia nor any other State has Iobi 
its right ol representation.

>10,000 ; Linbam's loss is §5,000; Martin &, 
Co., $500; Cos k Co., $10 000; Denval 
S3U0. No clue to the perpetrator of tho 
deed. 

Placekville, Nov I_. — The Woodside 
Quartz Mine, located at Georgetown, struck 
the richest quartz on Saturday last, that was 
overseen in California. Il is estimated by 
competent judges thntover $50,000 were 
taken out on Saturday and Sunday. Tboy 
are now blocking out nearly a pure solid 
mass of gold, three feet in length. This is 
no humbug. One piece alouo weighed over 
30 pounds. 

San Francisco, Nov., 15. — Thomas New- 
man and Frank Happersburjjer, indicted 
lor setting fire to Now mat] liiuiliors slore, 
on Buttery street, and Henry Sen war iz, in- 
dicted fur setting fire lo a house on Mission 
Btreet, demurred to iheir indictments in the 
county court to-day.

The Head T.\x. — Thirty-five passoiigora 
from the Sound, by t lie Eliza Anderson, yes 
torday, paid i?l each as a head tax for tho 
blessed privilege of landing here. Tho 
Josio McNear's passengers, being low in 
number, contributed a comparatively small 
amount to the revenue. The collection was 
attended with considerable difficulty, and the 
tax was bitterly denounced by thoso who 
came under its operation as downright rob- 
bery. And it is little better. The idoa of 
charging a man a dollar evory time ho enters 
this port is perfectly outrageous, if not ab- 
solutely illegal.

The British Columbia Tariff. 

Whereas it i3 expedient in soma respects 
to niter the duties of customs as now by law- 
established in British Columbia, and to make 
lurther provision for the levying thereol;' 

Be it enacted by tho Govornor of British 
Columbia, by and with the advice and oon- 
sent of the Legislative Council thoreof, as 
follows : 

I. From and aftor the passing of this 
Ordinance, the duties of customs hitherto 
chargeable on goods, animals, and articles 
imported into and landed iu British Columbia, 
shall be and aro hereby repealed. 

II. In lieu thereof, from and alter the pass- 
ing of this Ordinance, there shall be levied, 
assessed, collected, and paid to tho use of 
Her Majesty, Her beirs and successors ; 

a. Upon all goods, wares, merchandise, 
animals, and things imported into and 
landed iu British Columbia, and more 
particularly mentioned in Schedulo A. 
hereto and according to the value there- 
of, the several ad valorem duties in such 
Schedule set opposite the respective 
articles therein named. 

6. And (.in addition to tho ad valorem 
duties leviable on certain of tho Mime 
articles) upon all goods, wares, merchan- 
dise, animals, aud things imported into 
and landed in British Columbia, the 
several specific duties of customs more 
particularly mentioned in Schedule B. 
hereto, and. set opposite tho respective 
articles therein named. 

e. And so long as tho Proclamalion made 
and passed on the 10th day of December 
A. D. 1859, is in force, and tho dues 
thereby leviable shall ho levied upon 
wares, goods, and merchandise transport- 
ed from Now Westminster to any place 
in British Columbia, there shall bo so 
levied, collected, and paid as aforesaid 
upon every ton ot wares, goods, and 
niorctmndiso imported into the Colony 
by way of tho Southern Boundary, the 
sum of twelve shillings, and so on for a 
greater or less quantity ; and on catllo 
horses, mules, and asses so imported by 
way of the Southern Boundary, the sum 
of two shillings and one penny per Ler.l 
beyond the specific duties charged on 
animals in Schedulo B, hereto. 

d. The articles mentioned in Schedulo C. 
herolo shall bo admitted into British 
Columbia free of duty. 

III. Willi the bill of entry nf any good.-, 
there shall bo produced to tho collector of 
customs an invoico ol the goods, and the bill 
of entry shall also contain a statement ol the 
valuo lor duty of goods therein mentioned, 
and shall he signed by the person making 
tho entry, and verified if required by bis 
declaration to the truth thereol, and no entry 
shall bo deemed perfect unless a sufficient 
invoice of ihe goods to be entered bus boon 
produced to tho collector. 

IV. If any person passes or attempts to 
pass through the custom-house any false or 
fraudulent invoice, or makes out or pasnes, 
or attempts to pass a hill of entry of any goods 
at o valuo below Ihe fair market value ol 
such goods in tho country from which such 
goods wore last directly shipped or exported, 
or in any way, by iind»r-valur»lion or 
otherwise attempts to defraud the revenue 
of any part ol the duty on any goods or 
things liable thereto, every such person shall 
on conviction (in addition to any other pen- 
ally or forfeiture to which ho uiuy bo suujcct 
lor such otlenco) bo liublo to a penally not 
exceeding IHuU, and tho goods so undervalu- 
ed stud I he and be taken and deemed to be 
forfeited. 

V. And inasmuch ns it is expedient to 
niuko such provisions for tho valuation ol 
goods subject to od valorem duties as may 
protect tho revomio and ihe fair trader 
against fraud by the undervaluation of any 
such goods, therefore the Govornor may from 
time lo lime, and when he deems it expedient, 
appoint fit and proper persons to be apprais - 
r rs ol goods at tho port of entry ; ovory 
such appraiser shall beforo acting us such 
lulto and subscribe the following oath ol 
ollico bufoio somu justice of the peace for 
thiH Colony, antl deliver tho same to the 
collector. Every such p.ppralflemont shall be 
final. 

1, A.B., having been appointed an apprnis" 
or of goods, wuils, and merchandise, and to 
act us such at tho port of (or as tho case 
may bo), do aolumuly svvour (or affirm) that 



I will faithfully perform the duties of ihe said 
office, without partiality, fear, favour, 
affeolion, and thai I will appraise tho valuo 
of all goods submitted to any appraisement, 
uccordiug to thu true intent and moaning ol 
tho laws imposing duties of Customs in this 
Colony ; and that I will uso my best en* 
doavours to prevent all fraud, subterfuge, or 
evasion of the said laws, and moro especially 
to detect, expose, and frustrate all attempts 
to undervalue any goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise ou which uny duty is chargoablo. So 
help mo God.
